Aone all the wonderful pheaomena of | 
Nature, none has appeared more extraordinary and 
alarming, than that which we call a fpout, or Sater 
{pout ; and as they area very rare fpectacie by land, 
and feldom the fubje@t of our knowledge or obferva- 
tion, itis prefamed, that a fhort phyfico-hiftorica! 
account of this amazing operation of Nature will not 
be pnacceptable to our readers. 

Mr. Zachary Main, in No. 215, of the Philofophi- 
cil Tranfations, gives us the following general ac- 
count of them. 

lhefe appearances are frequent abroad, bat very 
feldom feen with us; atleait, we have but little re- | 
corded of them. The French call them tromhbs, I fup- 





ofe from the figures and noife that they make; that} 
word fignifying a fort of ahumming top. Theyare} 
certain elevations of water, during ftorms & tempets 
reaching from the faperficies of the fea to the clouds, 
They happen feveral ways; fometimes the water is 
fen to boil, and raife itfelf for a confiderable foace | 
round abouta foot from the fu face, above which ap- 
nears, atit were, a thick and black f{moke, in the! 
mid of which is obferved a fort of ftream, ‘or pipe 
refembling a tunnel, which arifeth 4s high as the 
clouds: Atother times, thefe pipes, or tunnels, are 
obferved to come from the clouds, and fuck up the 
water with great noife and viclence: They move 
from the place where they were ‘iri gathered, accor- 
ding to the motion of the wind, and difcharge them- 
felves fomietimes into the fea, to the unavoidable de- 
fruGion of fuch fhips as are in their way, if they be 
fnall veffels, and to their great damage be they ne- 
ver fo big: fometimes on the thore, beating down all 
they meet with, and raifing the fand and {tones to a 
prodigious height. Tis faid, that veflels, that have 
any force, ufaally fire their guns at them, loaden with 
abar of iron, and. if they be fo happy as to ftrike 
them the water is prefently feen to run out of them 
with a mighty noife, but no farther mifchief. 

One ofthefe fpouts happened here at Topham, 
Auguft 7, 1694, between g and 10 o’clock in the 
morning ; "twas then very near, if not quite low-wa- 
ter,which is looked on as a fpecial providence ; fince, 
had it been high-water, it is concluded its ftrength 
would have been greater, and its confequences more 
fad. The water that wasnear it feemed to fly hither 
and thither, as though it would fain make its efcape 
irom it; yet I cannot find, upon enquiry, that the 
channel was atall wholly dry. There was alfo fome 
wind, though not fo violent as had been béfore; and 
when the fpout or tromb, began to move, it went 
with the wind, (which was then at W. N. W.) like 
adark {moak. 

Another water-fpout was obferved in the Downs by 
Mr. Gordon, whofe account of itis as follows. 

The latter end of March, 1701, mane; between 
the hours of 10 and 11, { obferved a remarkable wa. 
ter-fpout in the Downs. It bore N. by E. off our 
hip, about two leagues diflance by eitimation; the 
wind at i. N. E. 2 topail gale, and very cold. The 
horizon was entirely open and ference, except the 
northern parts thereof from N. N. W. to N. E. by 
E. or thereab u's. The hig heft Part of the cloud 
appeared to make an angie of 45° of elevation. A- 
bout one ha'fof the cloud, (viz. the upper) was very 
white, and theother extremely black. The fpout 
itelf, (which hung from the lower part of the whitith 
coud) hovered up and down for abouttwenty min- 
utes, and during two or three minutes of the time, 
that part of the fea, exaétly under the fpout, did fpar- 
kle up water toa confiderable height. The fpark. 
ling ran along to the leeward, (the cone of the {pout 
Moving that way and making, it feems, a diicharge 
though not vifible to us in its fall) and continued 
running along for fix fhips Jength. Afterwards the 
hody of the fpout did quickly contraé itfelf, and then 
Siiappeared. About two hours afterwards the hea- 
vens were entirely overcaft, and daring that after- 
000n there fell abundance of hail, ana both wind and 
Cold encreafed. I have feen feveral water-fpouts in 
‘2¢ Mediterranean fea fome years ago, and thole a- 
“ally during the time of ftark calm and hot fummer 
Weather; but to fee one in our northern climate at 
‘StS time of the year, and daring weather both cold 
and windy, is, [ perfume, a little unufual. 

Mr. Alexander Stuart gives the following account 
“ {bouts he obferved in the Mediterranean. 
F Che 27th of Auguft, 1701, being upon the coait of 
Sarbiry, tothe northward of the town of Bona, up- 
( “ards of tea leagues at fea, about 7 o’clock at night, 
“ortly efier fan fettirg. appeared in the N. E. (which 
“as dire€ily upon the Gulph of Lyons from as) great 
‘Ad continued Bathes of lightning one after another, 











without hardily any intermiffion, and this, without 
thunder, cootinued till the next morning ; the flathes 
of lightning fometimes reprefenting the fudden ap. 
pearance of a ftar, and at other times of a flaming 
fword, and again of a filver cord itretched along the 
Clouds, ores the irregular rents of a vial from top to 
bottom. Abour eight next morning we had thander- 
ing, with a continuation of lightning of the kind and 
appearance abovementioned, all from the north eat, 
or thereby. About g feil down from the clouds, 
(which looked difmally black,.lowring, and as it 
were heavy rain) in the faid N. E. quarter, three wa- 
ter-f{pouts, as commonly called; that in the middle 
being the greateit, feemed as big as the matt of a 
thip, and I judged itto be at leaft a league anda half 
dittant from us; fo that°in itfelf, no doubr, it was 
bigger than threemafts. The othertwo were not by 
haf fo big. -All of them black as the cloud from 
whence they fell, aad {mooth, without any knot or 
irrregularity, only at frit falling, fome fell perpendi- 
cularly down, and fome obliquely, and all of them 
fmaller at the lower end than ubove, giving the re- 
prefeatation of a fword; fomeiimes, alfo, one of 
them would bow itfeif, and again become ftrait, and 
alfo fometimes became fmaller, and again increafed 
its buik; fometimes it would difappear, and imedi- 
ately fail down again; fometimes 1¢ became extenu- 
ated to the fmallucis of a rope, ard again become 
grots as before. 

We have alfu an account ofone in: Yorkhiire, by 
Mr. Dela Pryme. 

Augul 15, 1637, about two in the afternon, ap- 
peared a fpout in the air, in the parith of Hatheld ; 
on the noife of which I imediately ran to the view 
thereof, and found it about a mile off, coming dire&- 
ly to the place where I was. 

The feafon was very dry, the weather extreme hot, 
and the airvery cloudy, the wind aloft and pretty 
ftrong ; and (which is moft obfervable and material) 
blowing out of feveral quarters at the fame time, and 
filling the air hereabouts with mighty thick and black 
clouds, layer upon layer: The wind thus blowing 
created a great vortex, gyration, and whiriing among 
the clouds, the center of which every now and thea 
dropt down in the fhape ofa long thin pipe, common- 
ly called a fpout ; in which I could diftin&tly behold 
a motion, like that of a fcrew, continually drawing 
upwards, and fcrewing up, as it were, wherever it 
touched. 

In its progrefs it moved flowly over a hedge-row and 
grove of young trees, which it made bend like hazle- 
wands, in a circular motion ; then going forward to a 
great barn, in a minute it twitched off all the thatch, 
and filled the whole air therewith. Coming to a very 
great oak tree it made it bend like the aforegoing, and 


that would not yield to its fury, and twifting it about, 


within 300 yards of me, I beheld with great fatisfac- 
tion its od appearance, and found it proceeded from 
nothing but a gyration of the clouds, by contrary 
winds, meeting in a point or centre, and then and there, 
where the greateft condenfation and gravitation was, 
falling down into a pipe, or great tube, (fomewhat like 
the Cochlea Archimedis) and that in its working or 
whitling motion either fucks up water, or deftroys fhips, 
&c. Having travelled about a quarter of a mile farther, 
it then diffelved by the prevalency of the wind that 
came out of the eait.

CARPETS AND CARPETING.

“Tus is a very extenfive and material arti- 
cle of trade in the United States. Americans in ge- 
neral, of any condition, confider carpets as one of the 
principal ornaments of their houfes, and {carcely any 
decent houfe is unfupplied therewith. ven fometimes 
when they leave their walls bare, they will neverthe- 
lefs have carpeting on the floor, and frequently of the 
moft elegant fabric. There they remain, generally, 
the whole year round ; and confequeatly maft fpeedily. 
wear out. Few, or no carpets have been exported 
from France for North America; in general, they ap- 

pear to be of Britifh manufacture. 
On a conjectural comparifon of what they may colt, 
with the price of ours, perhaps they may be eftimated 
at a medium between our richeft and coaifeft forts.

As to the figures, drawings, or colours of them, to 
fuit the tafte of the Americans, they muft be at once 
fubflantial, elegant, and fanciful ; and fuch only will 
meet with a ready fale. Carpeting, fuch as is feen here, 
is moftly manufa@tured in pieces, like broadcloth, fo 
that by fewing feveral breadths to each other they may 
be fitted to any parlour or room, and to appear as of 
one entire piece, wrought on purpofe for the floor it is 
to cover. 

Doubtlefs, when once France attains the knowledge 
of fuiting her various manufactures to the American 
market, they will improve rapidly, and confequently 
fecure good profits in that line. 

CANES AND WALKING STICKS. 


This article is getting pretty much out of fafhion in 
the United States as well as in France; and‘what are 
ufed are for the moft part furnifhed from the manufac. 
tories of the country. As to the real canes, rattans, 
&c. they are brought directly from the Eaft Indias in 
American fhips. If any are fent from France to the 
United Seates, it muft be by way of affortment only. 
CLOCKS & WATCHES. 

Clocks, at prefent, do not feem to be very generally 
in ufe in America. Few churches, or other public 
buildings are furnifhed with them; and to fupply this 
defe&, the Englifh cuftom is retained of keeping 
watchmen in the ftreets to cry out every hour. of the 
night, and indeed every quarter of an hour in fome 
towns. It is very feldom that clocks are feen in Ame- 
rican houfes; in general they do not calculate their 
mantle pieces, or any other piece of furniture for this 
purpofe, as in Paris; although, the fafhion is evident- 
ly gaining ground. Clocks, &c. calculated to be fix- 
ed againit the walls the moft proper for exportation to 
America. Among the different forts we have in France, 
the country people of the United States feem to pre- 
fer the old fafhioned clocks with a long pendulum and 
weights in a box. In this form, though antiquated, 
clocks may be made very neat, and would be adapted 
to every fort of people ; and the more fo, when we 
confider how eafy a matter it isto put up clocks of this 
kind in my apartment of a houfe, particularly when 
manufactured on an improved plan, by a citizen of 
Paris, who has lately eftablifhed an ingenious fteam- 
engine, of peculiar conftruction, for Souivies Paris 
with water. I will aver, the fimplicity and neatnefs of 
his invention in clock machinery, will, upon fight, at- 
traét the attention of the Americans, who, foreigners 
obferve, are remarkable for their attachment to utility 
united with convenience and elegance, 

Plain gold and filver watches will at any time fell 
well in the United States. An attempt might likewife 
be made in the fabrication of a third kind, which 
would probably fucceed as a material article of export 
in this, way ; that is, watches with Manhem gold or 
metal cafes. They have fome Englifh ones of that fort 
in America, which are in demand, and if they did not 
coft more than thofe with filver cafes, they might per- 
haps be difpofed of to more advantage, than they ufe- 
ally do. | 
; CHINA, OR PORCELAINE WARE. 

The number of porcelain manufactories in France 
is fo great, and fuchisthe degree of perfection that 
has been obtained, that we are juftly entitled to an 
exporting trade in this article. This might be done, 
and to advantage, to every place that admits the 
entry, among which is, and probably long will be, 
the American States. There, tea, coffee, choco- 
late, &c. are afed twice a day in every family ; and 


various liquors, for refrefhment, and drank out of ; 


the fame ware. Hence arifes a great confumption. 
The cups muft be manufactured in a bowl-like 
form, which in America has ufually the preference, 
T will not fay whether from habit, or becaufe this 
form of a veflel is more eafily wafhed or wiped than 
others. Punch bowls, for the greater part, muft 
be capacious, and perhaps fomewhat ornamented. 
None, however, but really ufeful articles fhould be 
fent out, and very few that are adapted to the pur- 
pofes of luxury. At this time, what they have in 
that way is from China direétly. If, therefore, the 
French with to export in this branch to advantage, 
the article muft be elegant and of a light manufac- 
ture. 
EARTHEN WARE. 

_ Confidering the cheap rate at which labour is to be 
kad in France, nothing but the form can prevent our 
exporting every particular of the earthen manufactare 
to America. But this objection might foon be gat over; 
and will be fo, when agents now employed im Ameri- 
ca for the purpofe, have reported on the bufinefs. On 
ferutiny, it will be found, that notwithflanding their 
home manufactures of this kind, the greater part made 


ufe of in the United States is Englith. 








FANS. 

This is an article of female luxury, and indeed n- 
tility. A very indifferent fort are madein the coun- 
try; but will probably improve. From France, 
neither too common nor too rich a fort of fans 
fhould be fent. In general their retail price thould 
be between two fhillings and fix pence and a guinea ; 
with, perhaps, a few of ttill higher price for affurt- 
ment. ‘The cheapeft fans ufed in America are in- 
ported from the Halt Iniies, more elegantly made, 
and at a lower rate than we could affordthem. How- 
ever, by proper attention this article might be of 
fome importance in our trade with the United States, 
and it would be proper to include in every affori- 
ment a due proportion of a fize of fans nearly as long 
again as the ordinary fort, with plain green paper, 
and Palliffander wood,being much ufed in fummer by 
the ladies, on account of the intenfe heat prevalent 
in moft of the ftates from June to September.

What can be more flupid 
than to deny facts that the lapfe of a few weeks mult 
prove beyond the power of contradiction ? 

Pichegru, fays our retailler of fyllogifms, cannot be a 
raitor. Barthelemy, Decoudray, Boiffy, Marbois, £5. 
poffefs private virtues and have rendered public fervices. 
Ergo, they are infallible, and will never attempt to 
injure the rights and independence of their country. 
What will our editor fay of Arnold, Dumourier and 
many others whofe names it would be tedious to ‘enu. 
merate ? 

Atheifm and immorality, according to ovr minifterial 
creed, are terms fynonimous with democracy. Will 
their parafite printers pretend to teach us thata rever- 
ence to God, and attachment to monarchy are in ef. 
fence and fubftance the fame? Is the jure divino title 
of monarchs once more to be rendered the ftanding 
theme of politico-theolagy, and the pulpit of religion to 
be mace the deteited inftrument of royalty? Changes 
indeed are taking place when characters inimical to the 
caule of liberty, and the principles of the revolution, are 
permitted to afflume the exclufive diétatorial right of 
teaching the geod people of America the principles of 
their political fuith. 

Democracy ard Chriftianity are wholly incompati- 
ble! To believe in God, and to reverence religion 
mult neceflarily Jead to a fervile adulation of the tyrants 
of the human race! What a notable difcovery for the 
clofe of the eighteenth century! This is the modern 
philofophy of our poft dilavian Noah! This is the ark 
which is to buoy up his hopes of political rewards and 
preferment, and to procure for his vehicle or his paper, 
the bleflings—the emolumerts of extenfive mercantile 
Patronage. Let fincere and true believers pranounce 
what is the Chrittianity of fuch a man. 


When a writer is remarkable for the feverity of his 
fatire and the poignancy of his wit, it is an ufual ex- 
prefion that his pen was dipped in gall. Whea a print- 
¢r is notorious for calumny, invective and abufe, may 
it not properly be faid that his types have been filled 
with fomething more dirty than the contents of an 
hog-ftye a 

Great revolutions are taking place in the annals of 
the world. The doétrine of infallibility on the point of 
banithment from Europe, 1s about to take refuge in the 
republic of America. A change of circumftances, how- 
‘ver, has altered the fubject of its operation ; it has de- 
‘erted theology and infinuated itfelf into politics. Our 
“cep, logical geninfes are challenged to difcover the 
‘tue ciflincion between an infallible Pope anda Pref-

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What, farsc French paper,is an army ?—A body of 
men organized io ferve the purpofes oftyrants. What 
is this they call military courage ?—Mere mechanifm, 
where unthinking men are taught to follow valourous 
chiefs, becaule the world is looking upon them, and 
whether the men live or die, are fare of glory—the 
poor foldier, when he falls, is conigred to oblivion 
No monumental {tone marks his grave. Why then will 
mankind facrifice themfelves to the whim of hononr ; 
fighting for a king, for a queen, for a royal family, 
who are perhaps laughing at them, in Juxury, while 
they are enduring the anguifh of wounds and broken 
bones for the fake of royalifm. Ardour, enthufiafin, 
and military fpirit conititute an army; and the hurry 
and bufinefs of camps, the madnefs of victory, and the 
pride of trophies, carry away the ideas of men. The 
military form and parade, added to other caufes, render 
a foldier a mere agent of pafion and impetuoiity, inca- 
pable of reflection, impatient of contradiétion, and never 
decided. His appeal is ever to the fword, which in 
in fact is his yoke, without being fenfible of it. 

Cunning, deep, calculating men, in their {peculations 
cn engroffing the liberties of mankind to effect their own 
views, always plan a military force, in the firft inftance, 
to accomplifh their defigns—And thus has liberty pe- 
tifhed in all republics ; by means of these miferable hire- 
lings, a government is convulfed—They are indeed no 
other than a faction in the pay of a povernment, and: 
always at hand to fupport the diredting authority, be 
its purpofes ever fo tyrannical. Hence, too, the fre- 
quent inftances that the mere leader of an army fre- 
quently becomes a tyrant, or a victim to their opinions 
and refentments.

' The following judicious fentiments are extrafted from 
Judge Addifon’s charge to a grand jury, at Wafhing- 
ton, Kentucky: “ To make a republican government 
permanent, even in a fmall, but efpecially in a large 
territory. it muft be indeed a government of law, and 
not of the pufhons either of the people or the officers. 
To make it fo, itis neceffary, not only to provide for 
the free and enlightened eftablifhment of Jaws, but for 
their inflant and energetic execution. To effect an in- 
ftant and energetic execution of the laws, it is neceffary 
to depofit the public force in hands fufficiently independ- 
ent of the humours of individuals, and fuficiently in- 
terellted in the execution of the laws, at all times, to 
enfure fuch an application of it, as will compel univer- 
fal fubmiffion. And, in fuch hands the powers of go- 
vernment ought to be fo diftributed iato every part of 
the territory, that it may reach, not only into the houfe, 


If this can be done, a republican government of laws 
will, with the bleflings of liberty, have all the ftability 
and force of defpotifm ; the people will be well govern- 
ed; for they willbe, at the fame time, free and fub- 
miflive ; and they will be happy, becaufe they will be 
compelled to be virtuous. 

The force, then, of a republican government con- 
fiftsin univerfal refpe& for the laws. While that fub- 
fits. the while people is a ftanding army, to compel 
their execution. When that fails, the laws will not be 
executed, and the government, which exifts only in the 
laws, is therefore annihilated. 

‘© IT may be reminded, that the republic of Rome 
governed « vaft territory, and lafted a long time. But 
let it alfo be remembered, that it was governed by a milit- 
ary defpotifm, and is no «xample toany other republic 
which docs no: purfue the fame plan.” 





“© We do not find (fays a Philadelphia paper) in the 
documents publifhed at Paris to prove the exiftence of 
the royalift confpiracy, any thing implicating Barthele- 
mi and Carnot as connected with the agents of it.— 
Their conduct of late, the eulogiums beftowed on them 
by the royalift gazettes of Paris (and crouds of fuch 
papers were in circulation there; for though the mo- 
narchifts had not the means of corrupting the armies, 
they were able to employ ftipendiary journalifts in abun- 
dance) rendered them ftrorgly fufpeéted of an under- 
{tanding with the enemies of the republic in the council 
of fi:e hundred, whofe connection with the emigrant 
royalifts is proved. But fuch fufpicions alose would 
not jullify the arreftation and tranfportation of thofe 
members; we co nat believe, indeed, that the three 
members of the diregtory and councils would have ven- 
tured on taking fuch a ftep without fomething more 
fub{tantial than plaufible fufpicions, to juftify the pro- 
ceeding in the eyes of the people. We imagine that 
either all the publifhed documents have not reached us, 
or that fome of the evidence in the poflefion of the di-' 
rectory hes been kept back for a time for particular rea- 
fons. We muit wait for farther elucidaticn on this 


point. 
“ Ore of the firft fteps taken by the triumphant re- 
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thofe elections in certain departments which had been 
fanSioned by the Icgiflature when the royalift faction 
had the preponderance, and to declare legal fome which, 
by their opponents had been voted illegal. At the e- 
lection of the new third, the royalifts, agreeable to the 
inftructions they received, exerted every nerve to get 
in their creatures; and in a confiderable degree fucceed- 
ed. Not coztent with this fuccefs, they ufed every 
art in the legiflature, and feized hold of every pretext 
to fet afide the eleétions which had been unfavourable 
to them, and to confirm thofe that were favourable, 
though the greateft irregularities were committed in 
them. In their late decree, therefore, refpe@ting thofe 
elections of the republicans have only fet right the acts 


violating the right of fuffrage, which the royalifts had 
been guilty of. 


The following remarkable paragraph appears in a 
Paris paper under the Naples head. ‘* People here 
are beginning to difcover their true interefts, in fetting 
at liberty fuch numbers of unfortunate perfons as have 
been long languifhing in prifon, no one can tell for 
what. Govcrnment, feeing the revolutionary temper 
of the people, are doing every thing in their power to 
prevent an explofion, much more dreadfull that thofe 
of Vefuvius, and which would be proof againt{t all the 
congelated blood in the vial of St. Januarius,. or all the 
miracles in the power of the church. The numerous 
body called the Jazzaroni, or ftyrdy beggars, are par- 
ticulary foothed and carefféd by the king, for fear of 
an infurreétion ; but we hear no more their fhouts and 
vociferation as formerly when he fhewed himfelf to 
them, as a mark of their attachment; at prefent they 
pafs and repafs him in follen filence—and thus the 
filence of the people may be a leffon for kings. 

In Sicily, the fpirit of liberty makes {till greater pro- 
giefs, and there is no doubt but the ifland will under go 
a political revolution: it has been a neft of. the moft 
infernal tyrants and pitiful flaves from the earlieft ages, 
when it was inhabited by the giant Cyclops and his one 
eyed brethren; and the people have ever been fubjugated, 
devoured, tortured, and not even. fuffered to take ad- 
vantage of the natural fertility of the ifland, for the pur- 
pofes of exportation and private emolumeat.”’
